STAR ROUTES. 


Postmaster-General Gresham’s 
Route Order. 

WasnHInaTon, D. C., May 19.—[Special.}— 
Postmaster-General Gresham has issued his 
first important order in the matter of the 
star routes. This is in the form of the new 
regulations as to-sub-contracts, Che order 
is designed to render impossible many of the 
abuses which have long existed, notably in 
the sub-letting of contracts. The first sen- 
tence of the new order, which requires that 
contractors must secure the permission of 
the Postmaster-General before making a 
sub-contract on any route, is the keynote of 
the new policy. If under former Adminis- 
trations the star-route contractors had not 
deen permitted to make rascally sub-con- 
tracts, and thus cause failure in the service, 
in order to secure exepedition, many of the 
abuses for which the defendants are now 
on trial in the star-route cases would have 
been impossible, The following is Gen. 
Gresham’s order: 

Contractors must, in all cases, secure the 
permission of the Postmaster-General before 
making a sub-contract on any route. The ap-

The Erie Puts On a Fast Train to Oincin- 
nati and St. Louis. 


Heavy Decrease in East-Bound Freight 
Shipments—The New Agreement for 
the Division of East- Bound Traffic— 
No Prospect of an Immediate Reduc-« 
tion in Rates, 

East-bound freight shipments continue to 
decrease. There was a falling off in the ship- 
ments of flour, grain, and provisions during 
the last week of about 10,000 tons, with pros 
pects of a. still further decline hereafter. 
Everything indicates an unusually dull sum- 
mer for the roads, unless rates by all-rail 
should be reduced to such a low figure as to 
prevent the bulk of the business from going 
East by the lake lines. There is, however, 
no immediate prospect that a further reduc- 
tion in the east-bound rates will be made un- 
less a war should break out between the 
trunk lines after ail. The trunk-line manag- 
ers are exerting all their influence to ayert a 
war, and they mean to maintain the present 
rates as long as they will de able 
to hold their Western connections 
in check. At the meeting of the Joint 
Executive Committee held in New York they 


succeeded for the time being in bridging | 


over the difficulties which threatened to re- 
sult in an immediate war on rates. None of 
the new lines were admitted into the pool at 
that meeting, but the old agreement was re- 
affirmed and new provisions made by which 
itis believed the cutting in rates can be 
stopped. Commissioner Fink was clothed 
with additional powers, and no move can be 
made by any of the roads in the Joint Execu- 
tive Committee without directions from him. 
All bills of lading and vouchers must here 
after be sent to Commissioner Fink’s office, 
and will be closely scrutinized before they 
are adjusted. Thus any crooked work on 
the part of any of the roads, it is believed, 
will be made impossible. This arrange- 
ment, however, does notapply to the new 
roads—the Nickel-Plate and Chicago & 
Atlantic—pbut as they are owned by Vander- 
bilt and the Erie respectively the trunk 
lines think they can hold them in check and 
force them to maintain tariff rates until ar- 
raugements can be made for their admission 
in the pool. > : 
DIVIDING THE BUSINESS. — 

In the meantime the pool lines will divide 
their busipess according to the present per- 
centages, and, in order to prevent undue 
competition between the roads, and make it 
impossible for shippers to break up the 
agreement by forcing the bulk of their busi- 
ness over one or two of the lines, it has been 
agreed to equalize the business monthly, and 
the balance to be made good with cash pay- 
ments. 

lt is not probable, however, that this ar- 
rangement can be maintained any length of 
time. There would probably be no great difli- 
culty in carrying it out if all the business 
going east was shipped from Chicago. But 
there are other points to be taken into con- 
sideration, and roads from points not owned 
or controlled by the trunk lines. From 
Peoria, for instance, all the roads are inde- 
pendent of the trunk lines, and they hgve no 
arrangement for pooling and dividing their 
business. They have given the pools from 
other points already considerable trouble, 
and they are likely to give them more here- 


ter. 

The trunk lines think they can hold them 
in check and prevent them from cutting the 
regular rates by refusing to interchange 
business with them if they are detected in 
cutting the rates. But this is a two-edged 
sword and is likely to hurt the trunk lines 
more than the Peoria roads. There is 
also a new line which has just been 
opened for business from St. Louis to Toledo. 
This is the Toledo, Cincinnati & St. Louis 
Narrow-G Road, and it cannot be touched 
by the trunk lines, as it has during the sum- 
mer an independent outlet to the East by the 
lake from Toledo. This road is now taking 
business from all points on its line at about 
one-half of the rates established by the Rail- 
road and Warehouse Commissioners of 
Illinois. It is a direct competitor of the 
Wabash, which is one of the Easter l 
lines, and it is hard to see how this road can 
maintain the regular rates against the cut 
rates made by the narrow-gage. 

NO CUTTING, THEY SAY. 


The trunk-line magnates now claim that 
there has been no cutting of rates on east- 
bound business lately,’ and all 
that talk emanated from Chicago. That 
they are not sincere in making such 
assertion is proven by the fact that Commis- 
sioner Fink, at the meeting of the Joint Ex- 
ecutive Committee held in New York April 
26 and 27, according to the official report of 
the proceedings, stated that the rates were 
not being maintained, and that some steps 
had to be taken to better control the fast- 
freight line agents, who were responsible for 

sta affairs, if disastrous conse- 
quences were to be averted. At the same 
meeting also the Louisville, New Albany & 
Chicago and the Peoria, tur & Evans- 
ville were cutoff from prorating with the 
trunk lines for ten days because they had 
been found guilty of cutting. the rates. 
Again, at the meeting held last week similar 
action was taken against the Indiana, Bloom- 
ington & Western for the same offense. 

The anxiety of the New York trunk lines 
to have the present rates maintained is ex- 
plained by the fact that they do not suffer 
from the lake competition as do their West- 
ern connection hey get the bulk of the 
business going East by lake from the steam- 
boat lines at Buffalo and other Lake Erie 

rts. If the all-rail rates are high from

I heard a saloonkeeper say when the 
Council was about to raise the saloon license 
to $108 annually that such a raise would be 
downright robbery, as it would not decrease 
competition in the saloon business to any 
extent, and would therefore do no good to 
those who paid it. But he would be glad to 
to $500, as that would 
against the irrespon- 
sible competition ma Cate up at 
every corner.

FOOLISH TALK. 


“That is downright prohibition talk,” said 
another gentleman who deals largely with 
brewers’ There is many an honest man 
engaged in the saloon business who is fit 
for nothing else, and who ee be beggared 
if he had to pay $150 or $500 a year for the 
privilege, as you call it, of carrying on the 
saloon business. I don’t think it is constitu- 
tional to single out a branch of business and 
load itdown with taxes. The saloons pay 
in proportion more taxes than the large busi- 
ness houses.“ Besides the city license, 
they have to pay a Government license, 
a special water-tax and the like. I tell you, 
the man who sells a keg of beer a day pays 
now a heavier tax on his business than Mar- 
shall Field does on his. High license is to 
my mind a measure directed against the 
poorer classes, who wouid be deprived of 
their modest resorts, the existence of which 
— no one except the prohibition fan- 
atics. 

I beg to differ with yon,“ said a manu- 
facturer. High license and theconsequent 
thinning out of the saloons will be of the 
greatest benefit to the middle classes, espe- 
cially to the workingmen. In the vicinity of 
my factory one good saloon could 
do a large and profitable cash busi- 
ess—even two might prosper. But 
instead of that there are now twelve saloons 
within two blocks of my factory, and not one 
of them amounts to anything. In order to 
attract custom they have to set big lunches 
and give credit to a large extent. The latter 
1 consider the worst feature of this over- 
done competition in the saloon business, as 
it leads many a man to spending far more at 
the bar than his circumstances permit. I am 
very often called upon to settle drinking 
debts ot my workmen, and have thought it 
best to make it a rule not to recognize them 
if lcan help it. I think if the good saloons 
were protected against competition they 
would be able to do a large business without 
giving free lunches and without selling on 


credit.”

The Rash for the Vacant Commissioner- 
ship—The Revenue Districts. 

Wasuineoton, D. C., May 19.—§6pecial.}— 
There were many anxious people about the 
White House today eager to learn who the 
new Comwmissioner of Internal Revenue is to 
be. Their inquiries were not satisfied: The 
President did not enter his office until after 
1 o’clock, and when he did it was to say that 
the announcement would not be made until 
Monday. The rumor tonight is that the per- 
son selected is a New York man, and that 
Mr. Tutton, of Pennsylvania, who has 
been 80 n mentioned in con- 
nection with the place, is to be disap- 
pointed. However, no one claims to know 
with absolute certainty. One thing is quite 
sure, the appointment is not to be.made from 
Illinois. Even more interest was manifested 
by the few Congressmen who were here in 
the proposed consolidation of internal- 
revenue districts than in the vacant Com- 
missionership. ‘there were very anxious in 
quiries made at the Revenue Bureau to as- 
certain the details of the proposed plan of 
consolidation.

De u n thing that the Democratic 
party is harmonious about, and only one.

PHILOSOPHY OF THE DUNN CASE. 

It is not to be denied that the acquittal of 
Jere Dunn on the charge of murdering 
Elliott, pugilist and thief, is a direct encour- 


agement to rufflanism and crimes of violenc® | 


It was brought about in large part by a 
natural contempt for the victim in the fray 
and by the impression that Elliott was also 
seeking to take Dunn’s life. But the reason- 
ing which led the jury to a verdict of not 
guilty” was fallacious. It may be admitted 
that Elliott was a lawless character, whose 
loss of life was a gain to society. Neverthe- 
less he was a human creature, and; until his 
life was forfeited by process of law, the 
sanctity of hu life as a principle was 
represented in his miserable carcass. The 
jury’s estimate of Eiliott's character, so far 
as it affected their verdict, should also have 
been influenced by an estimate of the 
character of his slayer. Dunn is a well- 
known ugh. He has done time in 
the penitefitiary, and has a recordof killing 
two men besides Elliott. His whole career 
shows him to be a dangerous character. 
If there were any guarantee that he will al- 
ways confine his murderous assaults to men 
of his own class, the act of turning him loose 
upon society would pot be so reprehensible 
as it is in view of fact that his ready re- 
volver may some day, intentionally or acci- 
dentally, take the life of a decent citizen of 
more value to the community than a thou- 
sand Dunns or Elliotts. Society asa whole 
is entitled to protection against such des- 
perate and unscrupulous fellows whenever 
they place themselves within reach of the 
law. 

It may be admitted that Elliott was as 
ready to kill Dunn as Dunn was to kill 
Elliott, and that it was only because the 
former “ got the drop“ first that Elliott was 
taken to the morgue. But that fact does not 
alter the claim of society to protection. If 
Elliott on one occasion was lying in 
wait for Dunn, so Dunn was going 
about declaring his intention to “stop” 
Elliott if the latter ever approached him, and 
also to “cook” him. “Whether or not Elliott 
had a pistol by him at the time Dunn as- 
saulted him, it was perfectly clear from the 
evidence that the prize-fighter was sitting 
quietly at a table in the Tivoli saloon when 
Dunn entered and shot him. The first move- 
ment made by Elliott was to seize a chair, 
and this was not until after he nad been shot. 
Here was a murderous assault with iatal re- 
sult which demanded punishment, not on 
Elliott’s account, perhaps, but for the com- 
mon good of society. Had Elliott made the 
assault and perished in the conflict, the 
theory of self-defense might have entitled 
Dunn to immunity. But Dunn was the an- 
gressor, and any mitigation there may have 
been in Elliott’s character or his previeus 
threats should have been recognized by the 
jury only by reducing the extent of Dunn’s 
punishment, and not by condoning his crime. 
The trouble was that the jury arbitrated be- 
tween Dunn and Elliott. which was no part 
of its duty, instead of hoiding Dunn re- 
sponsible to the community for the crime 
he committed. 

The effect of Dunn’s acquittal was well 
illustrated by the fact that one of his very 
first acts after his release was to strike a man 
who offered to shake hands with him. His 
recent experience may bave tempered the 
blow a little, but the circumstance evinced 
his readiness to induige his passions and re- 
sentments without restraint. Had he been 
out of jail a few days instead of a few min- 
utes, or if he had enjoyed a more liberal al- 
lowance of champagne, it is possibie that 
the blow might have been harder, of that a 
1 might have been used instead of his 

The assault which he made immediate- 


ly after his discharge, though 
Rohe rh gern Moraine: Bod 
regarded his acquittal as a license fur his 
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will look upon it in the same tight. Ruffian- 
ism in Chicago has received a distinct ap 
proval by the verdict in the Dunn case. The 
police will have more reason than ever to 
blame the prevalence of-crime and violence 
in this eity upon the inefficient administre- 
tion’ of justice. There was no element of 
sentimentality about the Dunn ease. There 
was no feature about it calculated to appeal 
to the sympathy of the jury. There was no 
theory of emotional insanity. One thug had 
killed another, and the jury apparently 
thought it was no great matter. That may 
be true, but organized society has some 
claims upon juries in criminal cases. There 
is little use for police, for law, for courts, 
and for the other machinery of justice if 
juries in murder cases assume the right to 
make up a verdict according to the code of 
toughs and thugs. 

Dunn was regularly féted upon his re- 
lease. He will henceforth be a hero among 
his associates. The blow he struck at the 
man who wanted to shake hands with him 
upon his escape from the halter was a notice 
to the community that he is not prepared to 
brook any familiarity, and that men must 
take off their hats and maintain discreet si- 
lence in his presence. AH the verdict in his 
case must be accepted as a rule of procedure 
in similar cases in Chicago, then the com- 
munity can only look to reciprocal exter- 
mination for the riddance or restraint of the 
class to which Dunn and Elliott belonged. 
Unfortunately, the encouragement thus held 
out to the roughs to kill each other may re- 
sult in an incidental slaughter of innocents, 
and in the meantime the reputation of this 
city suffers abroad, as the comments of the 
journals of other cities attest.

ELECTING COOK COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 

The bill introduced into the State Senate 
by Senator Chris Mamer providing for the 
election of the County Commissioners from 
Chicago by districts has passed the Upper 
House, and now goes to the House of Repre- 
sentatives for concurrence. The bill was 
opposed by all the Democrats present in the 
Senate because the present plan of electing 
all the city Commissioners on a general 
ticket gives the Democrats a better chance 
for getting a three-fourths of the County 
Board than they could have in any other 
way. If the Democrats in the House take 
the same utterly selfish and partisan view of 
the case, it will probably be difficult to se- 
cure the passage of the bill. At the same 
time common sense and common justice 
must condemn the present system of electing 
the County Board. As the law now stands the 
ten Commissioners representing the City of 
Chicago are elected on a general ticket, while 
the five Commissioners representing the 
country part of Cook County are elected 
from five separate aistricts. There is no 
good reason for this distinction, and it is of 
doubtful constitutionaly. There are three 
ways for electing a County Board, any one 
of which might be adopted witha claim to 
uniformity and fairness. Oneof these was 
the original practice of electing the entire 
board of fifteen Commissioners on a general 
county ticket. A second would be to elect 
the ten Commissioners from the city on a 
general ticket by vote of the city. and the 
five Commissioners representing the coun- 
try towns ona general ticket by the com- 
bined vote of the country towns. A third 
would be to elect the Commissioners singly 
from separate districts, as members of the 
City Council are chosen, whether the district 
were located inside or outside the city limits, 
or partiy inside and partly outside. But 
the system of election now in vogue 
is the only one which eould have been 
chosen without reason or equality. If it is 
better to elect Commissioners separately by 
districts, which is the practice for all the 
county lying outside of the City of Chicago, 
then it is also better to elect Commissioners 
for that part of the county lying within the 
city limits on the same system. Perhaps the 
plan which would be produetive of the least 
harm—for it is rather the degree of disad- 
vantage than the degree of benefits to be 
considered—wauld be to elect all the fifteen 
Commissioners on a general ticket by the 
entire vote of the county. In such case both 
contending parties would be encouraged to 
combine good materials on their ticket, for 
two or three objectionable candidates might 
drag down the rest if the vote was close. 
But the Democrats would resort to obstruc- 
tion, and turn heaven and earth to prevent 
the passage of a bill making such provision, 
first, because they do not want to be 
under constraint to nominate a uniformly 
good ticket, and, secondly, because they en- 
tertain small hope ef making Cook County 
Democratic. On the whole, therefore, the 
only practicable escape- from the present 
illogical and probably unconstitutional 
course of election is to pass Senator Mamer’s 
bill, which provides for the election of Com- 
missioners representing the city on the same 
plan as that now in vogue for the country 
towns —viz.: by districts. We may add that 
the bill as it has passed the Senate makes 
six Democratic, two Republican, and two 
doubtful city districts, with the chances that 
one would be Democratic and the other Re- 
publican. 


METHODIST REFORMS. 

A speech was made at the recent meeting 
of the Methodist preachers in Philadelphia 
by the Rev. Dr. Kynett which has caused 
much stir in the denomination, both in 
Philadelphia and New York. The substance 
of the speech was in favor of an extension of 
the system of itineracy. to five years, or an 
utter abrogation of any specified time. As 
this is one of the fundamental systems of min- 
isterial supply in that church, and as it is the 
system which of all others, it is claimed, has 
conduced to the wonderful prosperity of the 
church, the agitation of any change in it 
would naturally create gréat excitement. 

In the early times the ministers were ap- 
pointed sometimes forsix months and some- 
times for a year, at the Bishop’s option. In 
1804 a question as to the manner of appoint- 
ments arose in the New York Conference, 
which led to the adoption of the two years’ 
rule. In 1864 the time was extended to three 
years, and now the advocates for further ex- 
tension want to have it fixed at five years, 
and when the church and preachers agree 
to make it indefinit. The preachers them- 
selves are very generally in favor of the 
change, as itineracy bears hard upon them 
by compelling them to periodically seek new 
homes and live among strangers just at a 
time when they have begun to form friend- 
ships and new and strong ties. Very many 
of the wealthy churches in cities also are in 
favor of the extension, as they do not like to 
lose able men to whom they have become at- 
tached. The Philadelphia Press has inter- 
viewed several very prominent Methodists, 
among them the Rev. Dr. Fowler, Secretary 
of the Missionary Society of the church, and 
the Rev. Daniel Curry, for many years 
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The strongest opposition to a change, it is 
expected, will come from the conservative 
membership of the church, or what may be 
termed the high church, upon the ground 
that the power of the Episcopacy is so closely 
connected with and dependent upon the itin- 
eracy that the latter cannot be changed 
without seriously restricting the perogatives 
of the Bishops, which every conservative 
would oppose. For some years there has 
been a tendency to reduce the power of the 
Bishops, more particularly their supervision 
over pastors and churches and their appoint- 
ing power, and the discipline has been 
several times modified by churches which 
have taken this power into their own hands 
where they felt their own good was to be en- 
hanced, and in such cases the Bishops have 
usually made no interference. It is from 
this source that me agitation for a change 
has come. 

The question 1 to be the most im- 
portant one which will engage the attention 
of the General Conference at its session in 
Philadelphia next year, and from now until 
that time it is likely to be very thoroughly 
agitated between the conservatives and rad- 


icals in the church. As it involves very im- 


portant changes in the management of 

church affairs, it is not likely to be obtained 

without a severe though very interesting 

struggle. In this contest it is more than 

probable that the West will be found arrayed 

on the side of Wesley’s favorit doctrine.

MME. NILSSON ON PUBLIC SINGING. 

It has been the habit of the editor of the 
North American Review for some time past 
to invite contributions from experts in va- 
rious departments of art, science, and liter- 
ature. Among those who have responded is 
Mme. Christine Nilsson, the prima donna 
and concert-singer, who in the current num- 
ber of this periodical gives her idéas upon 
public singing. As Mme. Nilsson has been 
defore the American public prominently for 
at least twelve years, both in opera and in 
concert, has had large experience as an art- 
ist, and has enjoyed a continuous popularity 
with its accompanying success in reputation 
and in pocket, it would naturally be assumed 
that she had a peculiar fitness for speaking 
with authority and for acquainting the public 
with much valuable information on this 
topic. We question, however, whether her 
very brief article will not be read with dis- 
appointment, for it is most conspicuous for 
what it does noß say, and what little it 
does say will strike the reader as being has- 
tily judged and not altogether correct. 

There are but two leading thoughts in 
Mme. Nilsson’s paper, and both of these are 
unfortunate in being contrary to the experi- 
ence of musiciane and lovers of music. The 
first of these is her declaration that “the 
audience that exhibits the most sympathetic 
appreciation gets the best music.” The re- 
sult of many yéars’ experience shows. that 
this is not true, either in Mme. Nilsson’s 
case or in that of scarcely any other artist of 
equal prominence, with her. No artist who 
has visited us d late years has received 
more enthusiastic and sympathetic apprecia- 
tion than Mme. Nilason. Hasshe been grate- 
ful enough to give her audiences the best 
music? By no means. During her recent 
visit to this country, with houses crowded to 
overflowing and welcoming her with every 
evidence of cordiality, she sang almost 
identically the same program numbers that 
she sang bere during her first visit, now 
about twelve years ago. Adelina Patti 
had the appreciative sympathies of her 
audiences, and vet at almost exer- 
bitant prices for tickets she could give 
us nothing but worn-out operas, and when 
she appeared in concert could sing nothing 
but what she sangin this city when a child, 
and as little of it as possible. What is true 
of Mmes. Nilsson and Patti is true of almost 
every other artist who has been here. They 
do not give their audiences the best music. 
They give them what they can prepare with 
the least trouble and at the least cost of time 
and study for thé most money, and they 
figure as closely as a second-hand clothes- 
dealer. Perhaps they are not to blame for 
this. Indeed, it the public is willing to pay 
for a second-hand, hackneyed article twice 
the money that a first-hand and first-class ar- 


ticle is worth, the singer would be more than 


human not to take the money. But while 
pocketing the money it is not consistent to 
declare that the audience is getting the best 
music. So far from that, it is getting the 
worst in the singer’s stock. 

Mme. Nilsson’s nd idea is evidently 
intended to be a compliment to America, but 
it is more flattering than correct. She says: 
“In my judgment the American people, 
during the last tweve years, have made 
wonderful progress in the power to appre- 
ciate good music. They no longer accept a 
foreign artist without question, solely on the 
strength of a European reputation.” Cun- 
ning Christine l to measure America’s prog- 
ress by the results of the time since first she 
came to these shores with a European repu- 
tation and was accepted at once on the 
strength of it. Itis pretty flattery, and flat- 
tery is always charming in a lady, but when 
it appears in the sober, practical pages of tne 
North American, whose motto Is to treat 
Trojan and Tyrian alike, we must politely 
decline it. A European reputation is all that 
is necessary to secure a favorable reception 
for a singer today in America, as it was 
twenty years ago, and where a singer 
does not have a gengine European reputa- 
tion one is mangfactured for her. by 
her managers. This cunning and rapa- 
cious class of caterers to the public 
entertainment have made it their stock in 
trade for years with unvarying success, 
They have manufactured most extraordinary 
reputations and garnished them with sensa- 
tional trimmings that were almost ludicrous, 
knowing well enough that the public would 
swallow them. They have carried this proc- 
ess so far that they have introduced singers 
without a spark of talgnt and made a success 
for them by all sorts of adroit advertising, 
such as fabulous tales of their beauty and 
conquests, suggestive and gilt-edged scan- 
dals, munificent gifts from royalty, intima- 
cies with diplomats, liaisons with Princes, re- 
ceptions at court, or fulsome flatteries from 
susceptible men of letters who have enjoyed 
their acquaintance.

HIGH LICENSE AND INDIVIDUAL ._ RIGHTS 
IN OHIO. 

The Ohio brewers at their recent conven- 
tion in Cleveland placed themselves in an- 
tagonism to any tax on their traffic upon one 
ground which is untenabie in every respect, 
although they propose to contest it in the 
courts. Their action concerns the new law 
in Ohio which fixes a tax of $200 upon saloon 
licenses. This they declare to be unconsti- 
tutional, upon the ground that the imposition 
of a tax on the retailer of spirits or beer is a 
Violation of individual rights! 

The assumption of the brewers that saloon- 
keepers have the right to retail liquors with- 
out the police supervision or restriction of 
the city or State is as absurd as if they had 
passed a resolution that the law can take no 
cognizance of the spoliation of properzy, and 
that every individual has the richt to steal,and 
consequently there must be no interference 
with that right. The Ohie brewers have piead- 
ed this doętrine of individual right so long and 
so often that they seem to have lost sight of 
the idea that the public has rights also, and 
that when the individual right to make drunk- 
ards and cause crimeconflicts with the public 
right to restrict or punish it, or the selt-de- 
fense right of all, it must yield. According 
to their plea there would be an absolute 
freedom of the sale of intoxicating liquors, 
and any man could open a whisky-doggery 
or a beer-saloon without consulting any one 
or paying any tax, as he would open a meat- 
market or a grocery-store, for, if a special 
tax violates his individual right, then any 
tax of any kind would violate it. This 
would make theright of the individual to do 
ashe pleased absolute in the community, 
however obnoxious he might be, and the pub- 
lic would be powerless to protect itself 
against the damage he inflicted upon it. 
The trouble with the Ohio brewers 
is that they do not recognize the 
universal doctrine that where any 
actof the individual or any business of the 
individual conflicts with the public welfare 
and safety the public has the right to regu- 
late or restrict the business so that its dam- 
age shall be minimized. This doctrine is 
not peculiar to Ohio. It is recognized and 
enforced the world ovér, and always will be. 
There is not a civilized nation on earth that 
does not regulate the retailing of intoxicants— 
not one in which an individual can stand up 
and defy the public will to prescribe condi- 
tions upon his individual right to vend in- 
toxicating liquor. Another trouble with the 
Ohio brewers seems to be their solid convic- 
tion that beer is a prime necessity of life, 
like bread, meat, or water, whereas it is not 
a necessity, but an intoxicating beverage 
which does to a greater or less extent inter- 
fere with the public order and satety. That 
it ig as dangerous as ardent spirits no one 
will claim, and we are even free to admit 
that it would be better for the cause of tem- 
perance if it could be completely substituted 
for whisky. But if this should happen, even 
then it would be absurd to claim an absolute 
freedom of sale for this intoxicant as an in- 
dividual right. It the Ohio brewers have no 
stronger argument against a special tax of 
$200 on a beer-saloon than this they might 
as well save eter eas the expense of liti- 
gation.

The startling announcement is made by 
telegraph that Mr. Mackey, the Bonanza 
King, is going to Moscow to see the Czar’s 
coronation, and that the American Silver 
Queen is also going with her husband and 
“will take fifteen of Worth’s court-dresses 
with her.” This announcement ought to 
relieve the imperial courts of the strain 
which has been made upon them by 
those underground burrowers, the Nihil- 
ists, and reassure tue Czar, who has been 
badly demoralized by the operations of 
these dangerous moles. It is not likely that 
Mr. Mackey would be willing to risk himself 
and his millions; still less would Mrs.

how.” The Silver Queen aiso, with her 
fifteen Worth dresses, will outshine all the 
Moscow women, who are notoriously bad 
dressers and have not the French manners. 
It is declared to be the Czar’s intention to 
make this the one and only greatest 
show on earth. There will be pom- 
pous processions ablaze with brilliant 
color, gorgeous gilt court carr 
glittering regalia, imperial ‘globes and sgep- 
tres, golden crowns studded with els, 
hundreds of dancers, and thou s of 
musicians. The Government has’ orderea 
30,000,000 cigarets to be distributed among 
the soldiers, thousands of bottles of cham- 
pague to to be drank by the courtiers and 
the coronation procession, and millions of 
pies, which will be eaten by the people. But 
even with all this pageantry and glitter we 
fancy the show would not have been com- 
plete without Mackey, who could see the 
Czar’spie order and go hima found dozen 
better, and Mrs. Mackey, whose fifteen court 
dresses will make even the Ozarina envious.

Without the passage of this bill it is the 
legal duty of the railroads of Lilinois to 
maintain transfer offices here, but the law 
has remained a dead letter. It failed to pro- 
vide any penalties for neglectof its com- 
mands, and the railroads, with that singular 
indifference to the law that characterize 
them who have the largest possible stake in 
the law, pay no attention to laws that do not 
cafry penalties. The pending bill supplies 
this omission, and the railroads if it passes 
will have to be good citizens by compulsion, 
since they would not obey the law “ because 
it was their duty to.” 

Every new facility given to business in 
corporate stocks in the West will not only 
accelerate the financial development of Chi- 
cago, but will have far-reaching conse- 
quences for good on the popular position of 
corporate property. The natural owners of 
good railroad property are the people who 
live along the line, and who useit in one 
way or another every day of their lives. 
They can see its business grow. They know 
what it is doing, and cannot be shaken out 
of their holdings by Wall street lies. Ifa 
larger proportion of the owners of our rail- 
roads were among the patrons of them, and 
asmaller proportion were absentee capital- 
ists and stock speculators, the management 
of them would be in a good deal closer sym- 
pathy with the public, and many of the 
abuses which are fastened on us by the in- 
difference, cupidity, or ignorance of the men 
whorun their roads with one eye always 
on Wall street would be avoided.

THE POPE’S CIRCULAR. 

Loxpon, May 19.—[Mr. Smalley's cable to the 
New York Tribune.|\—-A profound impression 
bas been produced in England and Ireland alike 
by the Pope’s circular, condemning not only the 
Parnell fund, but the whole method and process 
of agitation as conducted by him. He and bis 
immediate followers, perceiving the destructive 
intinence of such a manifesto on the Irish peo- 
pie, immediately set in motion the whole of 
thoir avaiiabie machinery to break the force of 
the biew. The meeting of the Nauonal League 
at Dublin, with speeches from rhetori- 
cians like Sexton and third-rate agi- 
tators like Kenny and Mayne, reinforced 
by O'Donnell from the outside and Davitt and 
Healy in prison, each of the three wadding bis 
guns with 10-pound notes, and each alleging, 
more or less decently, that the Pope is an old 
fool who is imposed on by emissaries from Mr. 
Gladstone. This meeting aud the journais 
which give a veiled support to Irish sedition, 
met the manifesto with every variety of cap- 
tious criticism. But. as the weex wore on, the 
evidence hag increased that tue Papal manifesto 

or sneered away. 
yet to say what 
ultimate effect, but

hes. Those who are best informed in Irish 
affairs say that, if the Pope’s injunctions are 
disregarded, it will not be without a struggle 
carried on by very different means from those 
which first suggested themselves to the Prot- 
estant leaders.

EMMA NEVADA’sS DEBUT. 

At the Opéra Comique Thursday a re- 
vival of Felicien David's delightful though 
slightly antiquated work, “ La Perle Du Bresil,“ 
allowed Emma Nevada, a young Western prima 
donna, the long-deferred opportunity of mak- 
ing her fret bow before a Parisian audience. 
The débutante, who sang the part of Zora, the 
“pearl” referted to in the title, was warmly 
received. She has not, perbaps, the peculiar 
charm and crystalline voice of Van Zandt, but she 
does wonders with an agreeable, flexibie, and 
well-trained light soprano voice; and after her 
first natural emotion was surmounted she sang 
and acted with spirit. Her foreign arent is at 
present rather against her, and in the third act, 
having rashiy accepted a double encore, her 
voice for a moment showed signs of fatigue. 
The house was very electric and excitable 
throughout the evening. 

A violent scene took place in one of the upper 
boxes just before Nevada's entry. An anti- 
Davidite having hissed the opening air of Lo- 
renzo, he was roughly handled by the bystanders 
and expelled. 

Nevada was poorly supported by the tenor, 
Moulierat. Cobalet, the bass, was more satis- 
factory in the réle of Salvador. The brilliant 
audience applauded the new-comer. The Paris 
critics speak weil of her. 

CAPEL COMING TO THE UNITED STATES. 

It seems now certain that Mgr. Capel will visit 
the United States this summer. The trans- 
atiantic trip of the brillant but imprudent

GOSSIP CONCERNING CARDINAL MANNING. 

Rome, May 19.— [Special Cable. ] —Oousideradie 
curiosity has been excited bere by the arrival, 
about ten days ago, of Lady Herbert of Lea, on 
what she herself describes as a special 
mission of importance. Coinciding with 
the industrious circulation of the re- 
port of Cardinal Archbishop Manaing’s 
approaching re’ignation, ber Ladyship’s sayings 
and doings are attracting peculiarattention. It 
is hot generally known that Lady Herbert is an 
old and faithful friend of the respected Catholic 
Bishop, Herbert Vaughan, of Salford. 
It is said, indeed, that her Ladyship, 
after the death of ber husband, Sydney 
Herbert, formed a romantic, though of course 
strictly honorable, attachment to Vaughan,who 
was not then Bishop, and she did much by her 
influence at the Vatican to heip bim get his 
mitre. Lam credibly informed that Lady Her- 
bert’s mission is not unconuected with 
the interesting question of Cardinal Manning's 
successorship. The Cardinal-Archbishop is 
known not to be averse to the idea of being 
assisted in his pastora! labors by a coadjutor. 
Several persons have been spoken of for the 
post, but I ba ve reason to believe that no nomina- 
tion would be more agreeable to Cardinal Man- 
ning than Vaughan's. It is not, therefore, going 
too far perhaps to assume that Lady Herbert is 
in Rome with at least the tacit approvai of the 
Cardinal. The purpose of her visit seems to be 
to obtain Vaughan’s appointment to the Coad- 
jutorship. The project may be said to be bard- 
ly to the taste of Leo XIIL and his entour- 
age, as he is slightly distrustful of the 
Cardinal’s love of dominion. [i is quite possi- 
ble, therefore, that some other church dignitary, 
perhaps Cardinal Howard, or the Kev. Dr. Gil- 
bert. Cardinal Manntng’s V icar-General, may be 
given the Westminster Archbishopric wen, in 
the natural course, the See becomes vacant. 
Ali this may help to explain tne singular 
changes in the venerabie Archbishop's palace. 
and the aelay in bis projected journey to Rome.

The sun of yesterday morning illuminated 
the traces of the most disastrous cyclones 
that ever visited this section of the country. 
In the terror and darkness of Friday night 
it was impossible to measure the extent of 
the damage wrought or to tell where the 


storm came from. Today, however, Tue ) 


TRIBUNE is enabled not only to estimate the 
effect of the tornados, but to indicate its line 
of march with perfect accuracy. The first 
impression gathered by the citizens of Ra- 
cine was that two local storms united their 
destructive forces at that point. They saw 
What appears to have been two sections of a 
great tornado, which advanced upon them 
‘from the south west. 


Later in the evening a separate and dis./ 


tinct cyclone, starting in Missouri, entered 
the State of Lilinois at Alton, and proceeding 
Hin a northeasterly direction expended its 
main force in Morgan and Sangamon 
Counties and exhausted itself upon reach- 
ing a point near Pontiac. In the telegrams 
which follow, TRipuNE correspondents 
make it clearly apparent that the swath cut 
through this State from Alton to Pontiac was 
fully one hundred miles wide. From Hills- 
borough, Montgomery County, to Morgan 
County and Jacksonville, there are few 
points which escaped the cyclonic visitation. 
Prom Springfield to Decatur, and thence 
northerly to Clinton, there are hundreds of 
hamiets which today bear scars to tell of the 
march of the tornado. At Pontiac, less than 
100 miles from Chicago, the mighty pano- 
rama of cloud faded. 
The northern cyclone carried its maximum 
quota of disaster to Racine, while the gale 
that came from Missouri via Alton gave its 
deadliest exhibition of power in and around 
Literberry, Morgan County. The latest dis- 
patches indicate that loss of life has occurred 
in a score of places in Lilinois. The fatali- 
ties in Racine are not as numerous as was at 
first supposed. The total number of deaths

THE FIRST BLOW.

Between this buildmg 
and city there were only a few houses, but 
everything in line was leveled with the ground. 
When the cyclone reached the built-up portion 
it went through the houses as if they were made 
of paper. Fortunately it passed along the ex- 
treme northern boundary, where the dwellings 
as a rule were of a poor character and few and 
far between. All on the north side of High 
street were demolished or made untenantable. 
while on tie routh side only four or five out of 
twenty houses were damaged. Had the cyclone 
gone a block further south 200 more buildings 
would have been involved. 

CLEANED QUT. 

The walls of a two-story brick. owned by Mr. 
Kerstanake, were blown in, and John Petma’s 
brick saloon and grocery near by was piled into 
a heap. There were fourteen persons in this 
structure, and they were buried in the ruins.

UNION GROVE REPORTS. 
PROGRESS OF THE VARIOUS FUNNELS. 

Union Grove, Wis., May 10.—[Speclal.I— This 
vicinity was visited last night by a destructive 
cyclone about 7 o'clock. As far as reports have 
reached here its fury was first felt at Brighton, 
nine miles southeast of here, in Kenosha Coun- 
ty, where it entirely demolished the Catholic 
Church, tore the roofs off the priest’s house and 
off the new Catholic school-house, and de- 
8g troyed several barns and small buildings. 

The next serious damage done was at Swantz’s 
Corners, one and a quarter miles south of this 
place. Mr. Herman Swantz, a well-to-do farmer 
living there. describes it thus: A thunder shower 
was working up from the southwest, but, before 
reaching them, was met by heavy clouds driving 
rapidly from the east. When the two storms 
met a cloud appeared to drop to the ground and 
form itself into the shape of a funnel. Whirl- 
ing with fearful velocity, and traveling north- 
east, it snapped off large oak trees two and 
three feet thick as though they had been pipe- 
stems, unroofed Swantz’s barn, passed through 
a small ravine and struck a school-housé, tak- 
ing it clear from its site, bardiy leaving two 
boards together, and soattering the débris for a 
mile. 

Crossing the creek at this point, the tornado 
struck the buildings of C. 8. Hulett, lifting the 
house as if it had been of paper, setting it about 
fifteea feet from its foundation, and leaving 
part of the sheil tilting at an angie of forty-five 
degrees and the rest torn to shreds. Mr. and 
Mrs. Hulett miraculously escaped with their 
lives, being in the chambers of the building at 
the time. His large barns and outhouses were 
torn to kindling- wood, hardly a whole board re- 
maining to tell what it had once been, the pieces 
being strewn for a mile across the country, often 
being driven into the ground to adepth of one 
or two feet. The spokes and hub of a wagonu- 
wheel were found near the barns, the rim being 


carefully set up against a fence post half a mile 


distant from this point. 

For about a mile the cycione found nothing to 
obstruct its progress until it struck the build- 
ings of Mre. Northrup, who, with her son, were 
fortunately the only persons around the piace.

NEAR HARVARD. 

SWEPT BY THE FRINGE OF THE STORM— 
GREAT DAMAGE TO SURROUNDING HAM- 
LETS. 

HARVARD, III., May 12—([Special.)—This por- 
tion of Northern Illinois, about sixty miles from 
Racine, was the real starting-point of the great 
cyclone of Friday night which devastated the 
border of the State, and crossing into Wisconsin 
at Western Union Junction spent its fury on 
Racine, and buried itself in Lake Michigan. At 
6 o'clock in the evening, after a stiff breeze had 
been blowing all day, the high storm-cioud, 
rolling over and over in the @sual shape of a 
balloon, came sianting downward from the sky, 
bounding over miles of country at a time,dashing 
forward witn electrica! rapidity,and striking with 
irresistible force. Those who describe it tell of 
asudden hush at sundown; of the descent of 
the biack cloud with a heat flery and white; of 
agiare of lightning anda roar of unchained 
elements. The rumble of the approaching 
storm was like the thunder of innumerable 


‘wheels. The next instant it was over, leaving 


in its zigzag track of half a mile jn width ruined 
homesteads and green fields, blasted as if by a 
fire. 

The cycione took a northeasterly course, and 
its ravages in this State are confined to Boone 
and McHenry Counties. The reports of fatali- 
ties have been exaggorated. Only four men are 
killed, and, strange to say, they are all hired- 
men. 

About twenty persons are more or less crip- 
pled, but the injuries of only two or three are 
likely to result fataliy.

Virornta, III., May 19.—[Special.]—A bout 8 
o'clock last night Literberry, a small town of 
about 300 inhabitants situated on the Wabash 
Raliroad seven miles south of this piace, was 
visited by the most destructive oycione ever ex- 
perienced in this section. Gathering lu the 
southwest the storm appears to have taken a 
northeasterly course, embracing a strip of 


country from a quarter to half a mile in width, 
leaving fearfui destruction ia its wake. With 
the exception of nine dweiling-houses eve 
building in the town including the Wabas 
22 was totally demolished. Car- trucks were 
rou 100 yards from crack. while the wood- 
work of some of the cars couid not be found.

Mr. PULASKI, III., May 19.—(Special.]—This vi- 
cinity was visited last night by tne dreadful 
cyclone, and in such @ way as to be never for- 
gotten by those living near its track. It came 
up in the shape of a heavy thunder-storm, 
striking the home of Ben Keck, nearforniand, 
about tea-time, destroying the house over the 
heads of the family. Mr. and Mra. Keck es- 
caped with slight injury, but a son and daughter 
were seriously burt. From this point the sturm 
worked eastwardiy. destroying everything in 
its path. Going through the Copeland settlement 
it took part of A. H. Copeiand’s house and sev- 
erat of his outbuildings: thence it passed north- 
east, crossing Lake Fork at the Muldoon Bridge, 
taking it out clean, even to the mudsilis. Fass- 
ing on througb the timber it reached a house o- 
cupied by Peter Shaver. His three children had 
just been put to bed. Mr. Shaver opened the door 
to see the wakeup of storm, when the house 
was taken and shaken to atoms. He found 
himself in the top of a cotton-wood tree, and 
his wife and babies were all scattered about and 
insensible. Luckily they all came to, 


scratched and bruised, but with no bones 
broken. Notasingle thing was left for them. 
Their house, clothing, and all its contents were 
gone. Their bams laid away for their summer 
meat were found at dayligat in au adjoining 
neld. 

Jacob Mann's barn went clean; Conrad Stark's 
barn is gone, and bis bouse turned half way 
round. Henry Henn's barn was taken. Mr.

CLINTON. 
FEARFUL WORK OF THE LEAPING FUNNEL— 
THREE KILLED AND TWENTY HURT. 

CLINTON, III., May 19.—[Special.]—A sene of 
great destruction and loss of life was presented 
to the people of this county today. During last 
night a fearful cycione visited De Witt County, 
laying wide the path of destruction and injuring 
fully twenty people, and killing three outright. 
The funnei first dropped down near Kenney, 
where it demolished about nine bouses and as 
many barus, When it swooped down upon the 


| farm of Josept Blue, six miles south of Clinton, 


tearing two large barns and killing 100 sheep. 
Passing on, it struck a tenement house of 
Blue's occupied by six people named McPherson, 
carried it ina circle for 150 feot,when it dropped 
it to the ground, the family escaping witbout 
injury. ft next visited George Clifton’s house, 
which it tore down, killing Clifton, his wife, and 
&-year-old daughter, and fatally injuring a 
2-year-olad baby, and breaking the leg of a 
5-Year-old daughter. At this place the scene of 
desolation and ruin was fearful. The house was 
blowu all to pieces, not one timber being left on 
top ot another. The funnel took a swath. of 
seventy-fve yards out of the woods. 

About two miles further northeast it struck 
a residence occupied by a man named Bennison, 
whirling the house around, carrymg it away, 
leaving not a vestige to mark the place where it

From there it arose, and, going about tour

“NOTHING LIKE IT EVER KNOWN.” 
SPRINGFIBLD, III., May 19.~—[Special.]—Day- 
light illuminated the track of last night's or- 
clone and revealed a scene of pictureseve ruin. 
Nothing like it has ever been known in these 
parts, even to the infailibie * oldest inhabitant.” 
Hundreds of people today gratified their ourlos- 
ity by riding over the devastated locality and

Then it 
crossed the road and converted into kindling- 
wood the house occupied by Mrs. Enwlisb and 
ber son and daughters, knocked a few barns and 
sheds end wise,spared an ice-house,and passed on 
What was left of the house as seen today was an 
almost inextricable mass of broken and ragged 
timber, lath, plaster, and boards, and once use- 
ful but now thorougly smashed, battered, and 
ruined household furniture. 

The vagaries of the cyclone defy enumeration 
or description. Preserving one general course 
from northwest to southeast it wabbied and 
twisted in every conceivable way? With a 
penchant for high ground, it was not too proud 
to travel along the lowlands, uprooting, twist- 
ing, shivering, and splintering massive oaks and 
staiwart hickories, scattering fence-rails in 
every direction, and playing with telegraph and 
telephone poles as though they had been maton- 
sticks and the wires siender threads. 

Not satisfied with ruining homes, it scattered 
their contents—sometimes the most trifling—on 
every hand. A large mirror in the English resi- 
dence was broken into a thousand pieces, and 


relic-hunters picked them up today, rods and | 


rods away. A teapot landed in the boughs of a 
young sapling, where it was caught and held, 
while pieces of a lady’s necklace were found in 
the hedge-fence, under careened stoves, and in 
various out-of-the way places. In short the cy- 
clone seemed to have no regular program, but 
to take pretty much everything that came in its 
way and do with it what it pleased. 

There was no ioss of life at Eugiish’é. All of

LATER REPORTS. 

Contrary to the first report the cyclone skipped 
Rochester altogether, and passed about a mile 
to the northwest. Later investigation, too, 
shows that the English mansion was not the first 


house visited in the neighbood of Springfield, 
That of John Foster, just off the Chicago & Alton 


Koad, and a short distance below the Wabash 
Junction, received its first attentions, and is 
now minus a roof. From Foster's it swept on in 
its course, and struck the Page residence, some 
two miles anda alf southwest of the city. 
The house was pretty badly demolished, and 
most of the out-huildings scattered to the four 
winds, One of these was an ice-house, of which 
scarcely a vestige could afterwards be found 
within aradius of a mile. Mr. Page and his 
family took to the cellar and escaped, though 
they came out of it somewhat bruis by tum- 
bling bricks. The cyclone carried off a wagon 
several yards, carefully turning it upside down. 

From Page's it jumped across the country to 
Booker’s and Engiish’s, and left its mark as u- 
ready described. 

The next point of contact was nearly a mile 
northeast of English's, and just inside the town- 
ship of hound Prairie, a little settlement nearly 
four miles east of Springfield. From English's 
to Round Prairie it spent its force on trees, 
fences, and telegraph- poles, 


THE ROUND PRAIRIE DISASTER. 


At Round Prairie it began to do business. The 
house of a man named Woodruff caught it first. 
One 6 of the four-cornered roof was taken 
off as clean as if it bad been beveled out with an 
ax, and the cyclone passed on.

KILLED, 


The cyclone singled out its first human victim 
ata bouseabout half amilefurtheron occu- 
pled Dy Wiiliam Van Norstrand, his mother, 
o sisters, and a hired boy and girl. Van Nor- 
strand himself was the victim. e chore boy. 
who seems to bave first seen the approaching 
funnel, run down the steps into the cellar call- 
ing on the others to follow. Vap Norstrand aud 
one of his sisters were too late; he was 
afterward found crushed in between 
the fallen timbers, horribly mangied, but still 
alive. He was gotten out and moved to a neigh- 
bor’s, but died this morning. The sister who 
was found near bim had a shoulder broken and 
ber rignt thigh fractured and is in a precarious 
condition. Tne others, except the boy, were 
more or less injured, but not seriously. 

If the ¢ycione exhibited its vagaries any- 
where more than another Van Norstrand’s was 
the piace. According to the story of the boy, 
who seems to have bad his wits about him 
all the while, it appeared to come from 
a clump of timber towards the west, 
cleared the house, passed on, veered entirply 
around, making a complete circle of the pia 
then came on in its original path, overturne 
the house and barn, and scattering the ruins 
right and left. One of tne curiosities of the 
place today was a strange turkey-gobbier. 
which no one around had ever seen fore, an 
which must have been wafted from a distance 
by the force of the cyclone and finally landed 
with a broken wing in Van Norsirand’s bara- 
yard. 

MORE VICTIMS. 

The next houses visited were those of James 
Trotter, Bolivar and Heury Turley, George Roy, 
John M. Farbry. and Sam Ashton, all in Round 
Prairie and pretty well bunched. together. 
The neral scene at each —— was only a 
repetition of those already described. Death 
claimed another victim in the person of poor 
Farbry, who was trying to escape to the cellar 
but was crushed between the door-sill anda 
falling log about twenty feet long and about a 
foot through, which was knocked down from 
tne top of his log but. His son with almost 
superhuman strength lifted the immense weight 
and held it up for ive minutes while the other 
mem bers of the family got the old man out. He 
was barely alive, and died before morning. 

Some of the escapes ana incidents at the other 
places were peouliarly interesting. Seven peo- 
ple rushed into Bolivar Turiey’s cellar and es- 
caped, though a baby was slientiy burt a 
the head; and a cat which had fou 
there was killed. Twelve 

Henry Turley’s aiso took 
refuge in the oellar and escaped, while one of 
Turley’s six horses was found safe and sound 
with a haiter and a broken piece of the manger 
around bis nevk, half a mile distant, and the 
other five near the barn.

A babe a week old was also burt, and died 
during the day. Mr. Chanley was cut in the 
face, and all in the house at the time were more 
or less bruised. 

On the farm of A. K. Curron, a la barn was 
blown down, and a wagon-tire wb bad been 
straightencd by the cyclone was driven into the 
eaves of bis residenee, where it now remains, 

Just east of Dawsonin a grove was a ia 
two-story frame dwelling owned by Mrs. Me- 
Ginnis, but nothing can be seem of it now ex- 
cept tne basement and a pile of rubbish. Mrs. 
MeGinuis was badly bruised, but had no bones 
broken. A teneme nt-house on the farm of Oli- 
ver McDaniel, occupied by aman named Dugan, 
was also blown away, and great damage was 
done to orchards, fences, barns, etc, 

John Crumley’s bouse, southeast of Dawson, 
was demolished. These houses were all in the 
direct line of the storm as it approached the 
raliroad, where it leveled all fences, tele- 
phone and telegraph wires and poles, and cut 
a heavy swath in the ground as it went over the 
fields, In one instance a farm was cleared of 
corn-stalks, which were embedded in a hedge 
on the opposit side of the fleid, from which it is 
Impossible to extricate them without great la- 
bor. Quails, bluebirds, and chickens were foun 
ali along the route completely plucked, and 
— of dead bogs and othor live stock were 
visible. 

Mrs. Farris,.a widow, cast of Dawson, had her 
house demolished, but saw the storm io time to 
seek safety with her children ia a cave near by. 

PROPERTY LOSSES. 

There is no systematic or intelligent attempt 
to estimatethe property losses, though a rough 
guess sums thom up at about 830. Some in- 
dividual farmers like Mr. Keek will not escape 
with less than $3,000 to $4,000. in many cases 
the amounts will be much smaller. as the losses 
are confined principally to damage to buildings. 

The crops have suffered extensively on all of 
the farms visited by the storm. As the cloud 
passed it left a brilliant electrical current 
which scorched everything in its path. 

AT THE GRAFTON QUARRIES. 

The Wabash Railway officials report that the 
oycione prevailed at Grafton, in Jersey County, 
where there ate extensive rock quarries. Here 
the derricks and carpenter-shops were blown 
down, killing a man and a woman, and block- 
ading the track with boulders so that it be- 
came necessary fo flag the trains on the Jersey- 
ville branch. This fact and tho additional fact 
that the storm was feit in Morgan County guing 
northeast. together with the reports of the 
storm In the vicinity of Mitcheil, [lliopolis, and 
Clinton, indicate that the cyclone originated in 
the southwestern portion of the State and trav- 
ersed nearly agross [liinois at a maximum 
width of fifty miles. Its severity, however, was 
confined to limited chafinels such as plowed 
through this county. 


SULLIVAN. 
FROM SOUTHWEST TO NORTHEAST. 

SULLIVAN, III., May 19.—[Special.}—Last even- 
ing about 9 o'clock began one of the severest 
storms that have visited this vicinity for several 
years. The wind blew a gaic, and was ac- 
companied by vivid and almost constant light- 
ning and very heavy thunder and a deluge of 
rain. The barn on the county-poor farm, two 
miles west of the city. was struck by lightning 
and totally burned, together with three head of 
horses, 250 busbels of corn, a spring wagon, a 
set of harness, and a considerable quantity of 
hay.

PEOPLE KILLED NOT 80 VERY FAR SOUTH 
OF CHICAGO. 

Posttac, lll, May 19.—[Special.}—This place 
was visited by a very severe storm of wind and 
rain about 9 o'clock last evening, and it was ac- 
companied by a cycione that destroyed nearly 
everything in its track. Thestorm came from 
the southwest, and the cycione first made its ap- 
pearance near the State Reform School, where it 
scattered and demolished trees and fences, and 
then skipped along near the south edge of Pon- 
tiac and blew down@evera!l barns and partially 
destroyed a few dwelling-houses. It then crossed 
the Vermilion River through the timber into the 
fair grounds east of Pontiac. Many large trees 
wore blow down, twisted off, and scattered in 
connection with fence boards in every di- 


rection. Floral Hall, a ange Duilding on tne 
fair grounds, is a total wreck. 

Joho Duk's house. a couple of miles further 
on, was struck and 8 and several of his 
family quite badly injured. 

On the Harry Hiil farm it tore up by the roots 
and gutted out clear about fifteen K* of hedge 
fence, and afterwards it struck Mr. Kissei- 
worth's place, east of Cayugaa few miles, and 
blew down his dwelling-house and outbuildings, 
kilied his wife, and nearly killed one of his chil- 
dren.

THE POPE’S POLICY. 

Lonpown, May 19.— [Special Cable. The Pope 
makes strong allies. If France is in open revolt 
against him he: has at least made friends of 
Protestant Germany and Protestant England. 
On the same day on which it transpired 
that Prince Bismarck was being reconciled 
with the Vatican its powers were arrayed 
on the side of the British Government against 
Parnell and his foliowers, and the Irish Priest- 
hood was ordered to withdraw from a field in 
which its beneficent and restraining influence is 
sorely needed: This diplomatic victory is 
regarded with jexultation in England, 
for the moment, but thoughtful people view 
with concern a deliberate effort to secure the 
Pope's interference in the temporal affairs of 
British subjects, or to use the authority of the 

Catholic Church to deal with a political emer- 
gency. Mr. Errington, member for the County 
Longford, and known in the House 
of Commons by the soubriquet 
of the Pope's Nose, is credited with having 
brought about the Papal acaon, and it is alleged 
that he is to be rewarded for his successful per- 


’ formance of Lord Granville’s commission with 


‘the Secretaryship to the British Legation 
at Rome. There is little discussion of 
anything except this extraordinary circular. 
In Ireland it has produced a profound impres- 
sion and much excitement, but bas been met 
as no utterance from the Vatican ever was de- 
fore in a country where more than anywhere 
else the influence of the head of the church has 
been paramount. The Irish leaders are not in 
the least dismayed by it. The reason of its per- 
sonal direction against Mr. Parnell, they say, is 
due to the fact that the Pope views with disap- 
proval his great influence with the clergy. They 
refuse to believe the Pontiff bas not been 
misied by British calumoy and misrepr tati 
Why tne Pope should denounce the Parnell 
fund as raised to inflame popular passion and 
lead men into rebellion they cannot explain, 
when it has never been intended for any other 
purpose than to pay the mortgages on his es- 
tate. This fund, all things considered, has not 
been so very popular in Ireland, and has 
net been subscribed with anything like 
the enthusiasm looked for by its promoters. A 
great many Irishmen bave felt that it was not a 
It time to forward Mr. Parneil’s private affairs 
when there was such terrible distress among 
the peopie, and they have also thought that the 
inaucements to subscribe were made so strong 
as to savor of intimidation.

MEXICO. 
POLITICS IN CHIHUAHUA. + 

CHIHUAHUA, Mexico, May 14.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.|]—A State election is pending here; 
the present “Jefe politico,“ J. N. Zubiran, be- 
ing a prominent candidate for réelection, was, 
about the first of the present month, assailed in 
public print in so malicious and contemptible a 
manner that Mayor Zubiran promptly caned the 
author on the street. 

For thishe was arrested and heavily fined, 
and yesterday was removed from olfice by the 
acting-Governor; the principal bare against 
him bemg that be isa friend of the Americans. 

It appears that this place, like many others, 
bas been invaded by a portion of that advance 
guard of American enterprise which is ill-iman- 
nered, obtrusive, ungentiemaniy, :mpudent, 
coarse, vulgar, anda disgrece to the name, 
whether they be at home or abroad. 
Not long ago, in the grand plaza, two 
of these persons, whom our country was 60 un- 
fortunate as to have born within its limits, in- 
sulted some Spanish ladies, upon which a peti- 
tion was circulated and signed extensively 
among the Mexicans requesting the authorities 
to exciude in the future ail Americans from the 
plaza during the evenings, while music was be- 
ina discoursed by the band. 

This petition was promptly suppressed by 
Mayor Zubiraao on account of its manifest in- 
justice to Americans, whom, he said to his peo- 
ple, were not to be held responsible for the acts 
of two men, at the same time advising them to 
cause the arrest aud punishment of any one of 
any nationality guilty of misconduct, but for- 
bear from insulting the whole people of a coun- 
try which was proving itself so advantageous 
to this Republic, its interests, and its prosperity. 

Now this cbarge is made against Senor Zu- 
kiran for effect upon the election througha 
political opponent. It is therefore unlikely that 
the better class of Mexicans outside of politics 
have any hand in this matter, or feel in any- 
wise hostile toward Americans visiting here for 
any purpose and Dehaving in a gentiemanly 
manner. Un the contrary, the advance in 
vaiues of real estate, of rents, of wages, of 
prices of produce, in fact the present general 
thrift and prosperity of this State, is due largely 
to the influx of our people, and any one who 
fora moment supposes that the Mexicans do 
notappreciate these advantages must be too 
obtuse to discern a sharp people.

A SPECK OF WAR. 


Two Balillway Companies in Battle 
Array at Chippewa Falls, Wis. 
CuippewaA FA.ts, Wis., May 19.—[Special.]— 
Our city during the last nine hours has been the 
scene of the wildest excitement known for years 
on account of the very serious alteréa- 
tion between the authorities of the Wis- 
consin Central Road and the officials 
of Omaha. A few days ago the Omaha peo- 
ple surveyed a line from Eau Claire to this city, 
making a junction with the Chippewa Falis & 
Northern, oue of their branches. For quite a 
distance the line runs parallel with the Central 
and directly along the side for the 
last mile on entering this city. in 
the neighborhood of 1,000 men have been work- 
ing on the line for the last week, Active opera- 
tions were commenced here on Wednesday. 
Thursday morning before daylight the Central 
folks threw a spur track across the pro- 
posed grade of the Omaha, run 
on a train, and ditched part of the cars, 
thus practically suspending the operations of 
the Omaha people on this important part of the 
line. Today a large number of men of both 
roads congregated in the city, and plans for an 
aggressive movement were set on foot by 
the Omaha to remove the obstructions. 
It is stated on authority they 
made fair overtures to the Central, by offering 
to put in and maintain acrossing. The proposi- 
tion was not accepted, For double security the 
Central folks placed an engine with steam up 
at the bead of the iron train, which lay across 
the way. While the Central people were off 
their guard a moment, an Omaha officer or- 
dered L. T. Mead, au oid engineer and conductor 
of that line, to board the Central en- 
gine and jerk out the train. This he 
succeeded in going, and then tollowed a 
hand-to-hand contest between the respective 
engineers and their allies. Mead was hustied 
from the cab, and quicker than thought the ob- 
struction train was backed on the contested 
ground. In the interval, however, the Omaha 
officials bad placed a crew of their men 

so placed as to ditch the 
coming before it reached their 
grade. The Central Superintendent was on 
the engine, and bade the men get out of the way 
or be crushed, while the Omaha o ordered 
them to hold their ground and never fear the 
resulta, as they dare not run into them.

SIGN-BOARDS. 


Mysteries of Their Manufacture—The 
Matertals Used, 

The man who visits New York for the first 
time, it has been stated, if asked to describe 
which salient feature of the metropolis im- 
pressed him the most will reply, the signs. 
Thickly covering the buildings on Broadway 
and on every street devoted to trade, these 
many-colored advertisements in forms and 
rarities which tire the mind to enumerate 
are beyond question one of the greatest sights 
of the great city. 

Evidence may be gained bya walk through 
the principal thorougkfates of Chicago that 
this city has caught some of this particular 


facturer of signs stated; 

The business in this city has advanced 
considerably within a recent period. For- 
merly merchants were content with a plain 
board upon which was painted their nam 
and displayed the crude affair in a way that 
often detracted from its value. The tre- 
mendous competition in mercantile life and 
the lavish use of „ has given fn 
making a great impetus. From a small in- 
dustry it has been elevated into an extensive 
business. divided into many departments, 
employing in its uses a long list of materials, 
keeping alive and in a flourishing condition 
hundreds of shops, ane giving employment 
to hunareds of workmen, designers, and art- 
isans, skilled and unskilled,” 

„ Mention a few of the materials used in 
the manufacture of signs.” 

Iron, zine, copper, brass, silver, and some- 
times gold, the less precious jewels, and min- 
eral dust, glass, paver, chemicals, etc. The 
list is too long to goover without a memoran- 
dum. Sigus are made of homogeneous and of 
heterogeneous materials. They are molded, 
or cut, or carved, or hammered together. 
There is hardly a branch of applied physics 
which is not in a general way called on for 
contributions in their manufacture. Chem- 
istry also is searched for new combinations 
of colors which shall include a greater dura- 
bility and vividness.” 

“The different departments in the manu- 
facture, what are they?” 

Signs are divided into distinct varieties. 
There are the metal signs, glass signs, 
the image signs, and the wooden signs. All 
these shade into grades, each of which is sep- 
arate from the rest. Metal signs are usually 
shield-shaped. The material—copper, zinc, 
or sheet-iron—is cut according to the pat- 
tern, and silveror gold plated, as the case 
may be. The edges are n treated and the 
letters are cut into it by a graver and enam- 
eled. The whole is then polished and when 
fitted with wooden braces is ready to be set 
up. It passes through the hands of several 
special workmen in the process. Illuminated 
signs made of glass are among the best of 
advertising mediums. They are made under 

tents by a number of establishments in the 

cast. From a beginning of simple painted 
glass the illuminated shields, and banners, 
and spheres, and various other shapes you see 
adorning restaurant and theatre fronts at 
night have become very complex and beauti- 
ful affairs. Stained glass and German jew- 
els are used in their — Some of them 
—the dest specimens—rival mosaics, except 
that, unlike those curios, they are translu- 
cent. 

„As in their infancy certain trades are still 
designated by their peculiar signs. The 
shoemaker displays a boot, the apothecary a 
mortar and pestle, the butcher a joint, and 
soon. The fact is one of the minor illustra- 
tions of the curious truth that human nature, 
despite the influences of a high civilization, 
is homelvy. and. like homely things,changes lit- 
tle. Thesesigns formerly were made of wood. 
Zine and copper have replaced that material. 
The working of these minerals in this form 
is another department of signmaking. Itre- 
quires designers, men of artistic sense and 
training, and artisans who execute, the same 
as the assistants who rong’ in marble the 
creation which the seulpter has built in clay. 
Metal images, often works of r ar- 
tistic merit, are manufactured chiefly in 
145 and a few other places in the Eastern 

states. 

“There are a great many smaller signs,“ 
he continued, for windows and showcases 
which are built on the principle chat novelty 
is the cardinal virtue of an advertising de- 
vice, ‘These, however, are well covered b 
patents and are more or less ephemeral. 
Against them all theold board holds its 
own. It is the most extensively used, and 
constitutes in consequence the largest de- 
partment of signmaking. A few edge-tools 
and plenty of paint measure the manufact- 
uring necessities of a shop devoted to this 
branch. But simple as are the materials 
and tools, the work they do is constantly 
improving in beauty, and may say 
in cost. There is a keen rivalry among 
business firms in the direction of the attrac- 
tions of their store-fronts. Profuse gilded 
Jettering is not enough now. — go in for 
novelty. The signmaker is required to use 
scarcély less paint and gilding, but his in- 
vention is taxed to work up the boards in new 
forms. Lettering is more elaborate, and so 
also are borders. There is elaborate carving, 
both of letters and backgrounds. Plants and 
animals, domestic utensils, are imitated, sil- 
ver and diamond dust are sprinkled in—in 
short, the average down-town sign-board is 
becoming not only an object of pleased and 
wondering attention to the observer, but not 
infrequently an investment of considerabie 
capital to the owner, and withal a product of 
which an artist may well be proud.“

The English Influence at the Vati- 
can, and How It Is Kept 
Potent. 


A General Feeling in Ireland that 
Religion and Politics Must Be 
Forever Divorced. 


Parnell and Oroke to Be Sustained, Even 
at the Oost of Priestly Dis- 
pleasure. 


Dusiin, May 6—([Special Correspond- 
ence.|—Over here the Irish people are not 
so much bothered about the Bradlaugu bill. 
nor so much excited about the Dublin triais 
as you may imagine in Chicago. When 1 
left that city two months ago I fancied that 
the court-house where the Invincibles were 
being tried would be surrounded day and 
night during the sessions of the court with 
solid squares of people. 1 find that so little 
interest is manifested in the prisoners and 
their fate, however, that the people in the 
court-room are principally curiosity-seekers 
from across the channel. The crowd con- 
sists ofa few country ’Squirés, with their 
wives and daughters, come for a few days to 
see the sights of Dublin, and the jackeens ”’ 
of the city, sons of merchants who are too 
“aristocratic ’’ to work behind their fathers’ 
counters,and too stupid to do anything else. A 
motley crowd of “corner boys,” and a few 
bareheaded, barefooted, scare-crow women 
“stand around.” In the hotels very little is 
said about the trials, and the only topic of 
political discussion there is the Bradlau#h 
bill. This has in itself no intrinsic merits 
for the people, but on its fate may depend 
whether there shall be adissolution and a 
new election. A new election means excite- 
ment tor Ireland, and ireland feeds, lives, 
but grows not fat, largelyon excitement. 
The ’Squire hopes Gladstone will be beaten. 
He is a Tory, and there are good places for 
lazy sons under a Tory Government; the 
country shopkeeper hopes Gladstone will be 
beaten, because that means a brisk trade in 
wet groceries; and the Nationalist hopes that 
Gladstone will be*beaten, because that will 
enable Parnell to select better men to fight 
with him in the House of Commons. 

There is another subject of far more im- 
portance than the trials and the Bradlaugh 
bill disturbing the Irish mind just now. 
That is the unaccountable attitude that Rome 
bas taken in the quarrel between Ireland and 
England. This has been brought to the front 
during the week by the appearance of various 
telegrams,from Rome published in the English 
newspapers to the effect that Archbishop Croke, 
of Cashel, bas been summoned to the Eternal 
City to be bauled over the coals,” as the telo- 
grams put it, tor his attitude of hostility to Bu- 
gland and to the English ideas, as manifested 
by bis speeches, letters, and, most pointedly, by 
his indorsement of the Parneli testimonial fund, 
which he has emphasized by a subscription of 
£50. The Munster Archbishop is the recogadized 
bead of the Anti-English party of the Irish Ro- 
man Catholic Church, which includes nearly 
half of the Bishops, most of the parish pries ts, 
and all the curates. A look at the subscription 
lists of the Parnell fund, pubiished io the Irish 
— — here, will show this plainly enough. Ten 

hops and over 700 priests have already sub- 
ecribed tu the tund, and many of these, not 
content with sending their money, write letters 
attacking Mr. Parneil’s personal and litical 
enemies in most forcible language. Two of 
idee Croke’s Bishops—Butler of Lime- 
rick and Fitzgerald. who is said to be a rejative 


of Dr. Croke—have written what are described 
in the Engiish prints as violent episties. 


ENGLISH INFLUENCE IN ROME. 

All this does not go on without the knowledge 
of the Vatican, you may be sure. The English 
Government has a well equipped staff of agents 
at Rome, many of whom have the Pope's ear. 
One of these is said to be Cardinal Howard, a 
relative to the Duke of Norfolk and 
an ex-officer of the British army. Another 
is said tobe a very uear relative of the Po 
himself. At frst the negotiations between the 
Vatican and London were carried on through 
Lord Paget, the Eogilish Embassador at King 
Humbert’s court, but he did not prove success- 
ful. He disliked the go-betweens of the Vati- 
can, particularly the Pope’s relative, who on 
one occasion grew 80 much outof patience with 
my Lord Paget's want of appreciation of one of 
his schemes, that he, though a Cardinal of the 
Roman Catholic Church, actually swore an au- 
gry oath—st r, I much fear, than Sir Jo- 
seph Porter, C. B., ever ventured on. The 
Roman correspondent of the London Standard, 
who has the confidence of Lord Paget, is au- 
thority for the story about the oath, occa- 
sion was the last visit of Archbishop Croke and 
the Munster Bisbops to Rome, when ‘through 
what the Angio-Koman Cardinal described 
as “the blanked stupidity and indifference 
of Paget.“ made bis Holiness believe that 
were injured and much-abused men.

A Minister’s Assets. 

Among the numerous unfortunate stock- 
hoiders in the defunct Post and Mail at the 
time of its failure was the Rey. M. M. Park- 
hurst, now pastor of the Centre Street Meth- 
dist Church, of Elgin.

JAY GOULD IS REJECTED BY A BOSTON 
YACHT-CLUB. 

New York, May 19.—[Special.]—The black - 
balling of Mr. Jay Gould and Mr. Washington 
Connor by the members of the Eastern Yacht- 
Club, Boston, at its meeting on Wednesday 
evening, has created no little stir among the 
Gould family circles.

ITS LEASE TO THE PENNSYLVANIA COMPA- 
NY SOON TO BE CONSUMMATED. J 

New York, May 19.—[Special.]—On tho favor- 
able report of the Special Master appointed by 
bim to inquire into the solvency of the Central 
Railway of New Jersey Chancellor Runyon, of 
New Jersey, signed a decree restoring the 
property to the company when cer- 
tain conditions shall be compled with. 
It is understood that the principal condition re- 
lates to the liquidation of the floating debt, 
which the Master found to be about $2,062,000. 
A decree provides that the company

A FOOT-RACE. 
A RUN OF TEN MILES BETWEEN TWO MEN— 
THE BEST TIME. 
New Lon. May 19.—(Special.]—A ten-mile 
race between Charles Price and William Steele, 


the professional runners, attracted quite a 


crowd to the Manbattan Athietic Club grounds, 


Eighth Avenue and Fifty-sixth street, this 


afternoon. The race was for $500—each 
man staking $250—and the championship 
of the couotry. Price's record in England and 
in this country had been good, be having won 
several long-distance races, and Steele in this 
country bad made aten-mile record of 54:55. 


The betting at the start was $100 to $80 in favor 


of Steele, who was largely backed by 
friends from Philadeiphia, to which city he be- 
longs. The start was made at 5:00 p. m., Price 
taking the lead and giving the pace witb Steele 
three strides in the rear.

Price, in 
the third | of the last mile was pressed by 
Steeie, who kept in front for the three-quarters 
of the lap, and then again fell back until the 
fifth lap was reached, when again mak-

the front and began to raw away 


from his opponent, amid the cheers of the crowd 
present. It was then evident that Price was 
giving out, and on the latter part of the seventh 
lap, Steele being twenty feet ahead, he sud- 
denly staggered and fell to the ground. Steele 
won in Wen, which is the best time 
he has ever made, and the best that has been 
made in the country in a ten-mile race.

PNEUMATIC TUBES. 


TO BE USED BY THE WESTERN UNION TO 


RELIEVE THEIR WIRES. 

New York, May 19.—[Special.I— Work will be 
commenced Monday on the pneumatic tubes 
which the Western Union Telegraph Company 
are going to use as an auxiliary to their tele- 
graphic system. The tubes, of which 
there will be two sets, will 
commence at the central office of the 
Western Union and be laid up Broadway as 
nearly as possible in a straight line to an office 
in Twenty-third street and Fifth avenue.

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A WAUKESHA SCANDAL. 


The Marital Troubles in the Bacon 
Houschoid=—The Lady Sues for i- 
vorce. 

Wavkesna, Wis., May 18.—[Special.]—Late 
this afternoon it became generaliy known bere 
that papers instituting a suit for divorce had 
been served last night on Mr. W. D. Bacon 
at the instance of his wife, Josie Ba- 
con, on the ground of desertion. The 
complaint was framed by W. F. Vilas, 
of Madison, and covers over sixteen pages legal 
cap. The parties to this suit are among the 
most promicent and weil-known members of 
Waukesha society. Aside from the complaint 
of desertion and charges of crueity and con- 
tinued abuse, the bill asserts that Mr. Bacon is 
offensively passionate. Heis saidto be worth 
$3u0,000 to 6400. 000. 

The affair bas created a profound sensation 
here, as it will over the entire Northwest when 
the particulars become known, as Bacon is a 
prominent man of more than ordinary reputa- 
tion. In 1863 he was appointed Paymaster in 
the army by President Lincoln and stationed at 
St. Louis. He was a member of the Assem- 
biy in 1853, and through his influence tho 
State Industrial School for Boys was located at 
Waukesba. He was President of the Wauke- 
sha Agricuituraé Society for several years, and 
for some time member of the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Chicago University; a prominent 
Mason, and largely identified with temperance 


work. 

He married the present Mrs. Bacon two years 
ago. and one year after the death of bis tirst 
wife.. Mr. Bacon ciaims to bave documentary 
evidence that will vindicate his action. He was 
born at Stillwater, Saratoga County, N. Y., in 
1816, and is consequently now 67 years of age, 
and is well preserved.

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INDUSTRIAL. 


A Big Strike Looked For Among the 
Irou workers. 

Prrrsnund, Pa., May 19.—[Special,}—The iron 
manufacturers and ironworkers, almost without 
exception, agree that there will be a strike June 
1. It is intimated thie afternoon that the firm 
attitude ot the workmen is quite a surprise to 
the manufacturers, who expectcd their demand 
for a reduction of wages would be accepted. At 
the headquarters of We Amalgamated Associa- 
tion, President Jarrett said it was contidently 
expected that a large proportion of the non- 
union men would stand with those of union 
prociivities in the strike. The reasons 
he assigns for his faith is that the 
non-union men will suffer as much as 
their union brethren if wages are reduced. Mr. 
Jarrett was also confident that the ranks of the 
Amalgamated Association would be solid in the 
fight, as all interests are united. On the finan- 
cial pbase of the question he would say nothing, 
save that it did not concern the public. 

In manufacturing circles, statements exactly 
the reverse of those made by Mr. Jarrett were 
obtained. Ou the attitude ot the non-union 
workmen they declare that if Mr. Jarrett thinks 
the scale will be signed in those milis he 
is ver much mistaken. It is not 
regarde as improbable, bowever, that 
work will be continued in the non-union mills 
at present wages, with the understanding that 
the rate of wages ultimately decided upon shall 
rule. Sometime ago the Labor Tribune stated 
that a number of letters from Congressmen had 
reen received, in which the writers took ground 
against the proposed reduction of * At 
that time the writers’ names were ubt given, 
but they were made public today. 

Tue Hon. W. D. Kelley writes that if wages 
are reduced 10 per cent in consequence of the 
pew tariff the workmen would be compelled to 
stand the whole brunt of the lower 
rates of duty. instead of it being apportioned 
between labor, mageriais, and capital. Con- 
tiauing, he said: “The chief obstacie waged 
against protecting our iron and steel industries 
by the free-trade members of the last Congress 
was that labor did not receive the benefit of 
more then one- half the protection afforded by 
the proposed law. The old law gave an aver- 
age of nearly 40 per cent protection. The new 
law gives over 30 per cent protection. The 
proposition to impose all this reduction on labor 
is unjust, uniess some other reason than tariff 
reduction can be assigned thereto.” 

Col. Bayne agrees with Mr. Kelley in saying 
that the attempt of the manufacturers to make 
the workmen sboulder the whole loss ovcca- 
sioned by the tariff reduction is shameful, and 
says: “This movement will, if persisted in to 
the bitter end. in all probability produce disas- 
trous results to the Repubiican party and ulti- 
mately to the protective system.’ 

The Hon. William McKinley, of tne Eighteenth 
Ohio District, writes that he does not believe a 
reduc Won of wages to be necessary, and says: 
“| hope the manufacturers win not insist 
on any such thing. They are doing 
well: the future is full of promise, 
the demand is likely to be great; there has in- 
tervened no cause for a reduction of wages, un- 
less the new tariff law be such a cause. xcept- 
ing as to steel rails, there bas been but a small 
reduction of duties in the metal schedule. I 
was opposed to even that reduction, but I can- 
not figure out bow it cap be converted into a 
ceduse for material reduction of wages.” 

These letters, as was to have been expected, 
bave greatly aroused the ire of the manufact- 
urers, who think the aforesaid Congressmen 
merely wrote for the public ear to increase their 
popularity with the workingmen, and say they 
= make it hot for them whenever opportunity 
offers. 


The Bricklayers Keep Up a Show of 
Confidence, but the Masters Are De- 
termined. 


* The bricklayers pretend to be very much 


elated over the turn matters have taken. They 
say not over fifty men are out of work now, and 
that the other brickmakers will follow Leguer's 
example tomorrow and start their works, and 
plenty of brick is all that is necessary to enabie 
the union men to take more contracts and put 
their own men to work. They consider the 
strike as Over, and say they bave no use for the 
bosses, as their men will all be at work before 
another week with better bosses than the mas- 
ter masons ever were.

The West Side Car-Conductors,. 

The semi-monthly meeting of the Street Rail- 
way Employés Benevolent Association was held 
at No. 54 West Lake street last night, and did 
not adjourn until after 1 o'clock this morning. 
The important matter before the meeting was 
the report of the conference committee, com- 
posed of A. G. Lendrum, J. Cooley, and P. 
Walsb, who waited on the President and Super- 
intendent with grievances, and the request for 
an advance of pay. The report of the commit- 
tee was that the railway officials offered a 
compromise on all the points. Instead of 
the 20 cents per hour asked by the mea thoy 
proposed 18% cents per bour for conductors and 
17% cents per hour for drivers, thus making the 
pay per day of ten hours $1.87 for the former, 
and $1.75 for the latter. The committee was 
directed by an almost unanimous vote to report 
back to the officers of the company that the 
small amount of advance this would make in 
some cases would be more than overbalanced in 
a reduction in others, and was more of an insult 
than an advantage. On the propositions regard- 
ing leave of absence, and of conductors and 
drivers being brought to the office on trivial 
charges by irresponsibie parties, the promise of 
Superintendent Lake to exercise his judgment 
for the best interests of all concern was 
accepted, and the meeti adjourned until 
Monday night. when thejofficers and Directors 
will be present. a

Review ot the Week. 
The last week has been ragher a busy one 
in the concert line, although the class of en- 
tertainments, with two exceptions, have not 
been of the highest musical order.

There 
have been equally young violinists 
who far excelled Hermann Wetzler, but his 
piano-playing showed hard practice, 
instruction, and a natural aptitude which 
ought in time to develop a tine musician. 
The little girl’s playing was more of a phe- 
nomenal kind, but she too has unquestioned 
musical ability. Mme. Hastreites, Mr. Lev- 
insen, and the Becker string quartet assisted. 
Wednesday afternoon the Amateur Musical 
Club held its usual fortnightly reunion. 
There is to be but one more concert by this 
flourishing organization this year. There 
was a very large attendance at the club 
rooms, the program being a miscellaneous 
one, arran by Miss Rose Fay. Those tak- 
ing part were Mrs. Warren, Mrs. Barbour, 
Frank, Mrs. Kempton, Miss 
Miss Forsman, * Carrington 
ler, Miss Geiser, Mr. Fuller, and 
the St. Cecilia Quartet.

music. 

The benefit entertainment at Central 
Music-Hall Thursday night was a benefit to 
no one; certainly not to Mr. Glazier, whom 
it was intended to benefit. The program was 
very mixed, being a competition between reud- 
ere as much as anything else, with some music 
of a very ordinary character thrown in between. 
Such entertainments are unquestionably eu- 
joyed by a certain class, for whom the Dime 
Concerts were especialiy intended, but they are 
of no value or merit as concerts.“ and really 
have no right to be classed us sucb. 

Friday night and yeajerday afternoon Dr. 
Damrosch's orchestra gave two concerts at Cen- 
tral Music-Hall. They were very much of a 
surprise to those who heard this leader 
when he was here before with what 
was called a picked orchestra.” The 
piaying then was r ana unsatisfactory. 
Now the orchestral work is admirabie, and both 
concerts were very enjoyabie. There is no oc- 
casion for a a of leaders efgept so far 
as injudicious friends may seek to exeit one at 
the expense of the other. Both Damrosch and 
Thomas are fine musicians and good conductors, 
and music-loving péopie will always be giad to 
hear either with as an orchestra as Dr.

On Training Children’s Voices. 

Mr. Tomiins paper On the Training of Chil- 

ren’s Voices,” with an introduction by Mr. 
Thomas, is contained in the June number of the 
Century, and will well repay a careful reading by 
all who are interested in this important subject. 
Among other things, Mr. Thomas says: 

“Instruction in the use of the voice ought 
only to be given by a teacher who bas made the 
development of the voice a special study. 

achers ought to be trained to combine both 
branches of instruction. At present. this is not 
the case. The children are taught to read mu- 
sic, without being taught bow to form a 
tone. It it be objected that the classes are too 
large in our schools to make such teaching in 
singing practicabie, the reply is, that the expe- 
riment bas already been successfully made. 

Beferring to bis visit here to hear the cbil- 
dren sing, Mr. Thomas makes this emphatic 
deciaration: 

The singing of the children, as I beard it on 
that occasion, demonstra soundness of 
Mr. Tomlins’ theories and his rare aDilitics as a 
teacher. They showed ease, spontaneity, 
warmth, expression, accuracy of pitch, pre- 
cision—in fact, came so near to perfection that 
Il assured them I had never before heard such 
beautiful meme. From that time 1 have 
naturally been deeply interested in Mr. Tom- 
lias’ work, and I cordially recommend all per- 
sons whose attention has been drawn to this 
important fleld of instruction to read, in the first 

lace, bis exposition of bis theories as untoided 

nthe subjoined articie; and, in the second 

piace, to improve the fret opportunity which 
presents itself of witnessing tne results of his 
work among the children of Chicago.” 

Mr. Tomlius' own description of bis work and 
his inteotiops are carefully stated with a clear- 
ness and precision that should convince the 
most skeptical. He first shows what are thejmost 
common faults in the education of children’s 
voices in the public schools, reducing them 
finally to two: 

“ ignorance of or indifference to the physio- 
logical relation between singing and the vocal 
organs: and second, apathy with regard to all 
kinds of musical relations beyond the simplest 
and most obvious.” 

The causes of this are due to the qualifications 
of the teachers and the character of the text- 
books used. The advantages that should be 
sought are: 

ret—The cultivation of a musical voice. 
This embraces not only the proper utterance of 
thought in speech and song, but its appropriate 
coloring by an otional character of voice. 
The presence of uality determines that the 
mechanism of the voice is in right action, for 
any impropriety in tone-production will imme- 
diately reveal itself in the form of a hard or un- 
musical and inexpressive tone. 

Second—The * How to observe good music,” 
or the ability to perceive and feel musical rela- 
nons. This includes a familiarity with the pri- 
mary principles of music, the habits of chord 
an analysis of forms, simple exercises in musica 
construction, primary rhytoms—in fact, au ap- 
preciation of the thing, music, apart from its 
sign, musical notation. All this may be delight- 
fully taught in connection with singing and 
listening to good music. 

Third—Kaowledge of musical notation and 
the ready reading of new music. 

Fourth—Acquainutance with musical literature. 
To these may added the practice of singing 
as a recreation and heaithful exercise. 

Singing should never be accompanied by phy- 
sical exertion. Chlidreu's voices should be very 
soft. They should be used with low power at a 
high pitch. ‘Chese are a few of the recommen- 
—— contained in this paper, which closes as 

oliows: 

~ While it is an open quesnuon as to the amount 
of musical instruction which should be included 
in the system of school teaching, there can be 
no doubt that, whether the exercise of same 
be undertaken as a study ora recreation, some 
reform should be adopted which will save the 
children’s voices from inju by day-school 
teachers, whose musical ability lie solely in 
their knowledge of musical netation, and from 
Sunday-scboo! leaders, who ruin young and deli- 
cate voices by bad examples and injudicious 


- precepts. 


lu the nature of the case, such a reform can 
take no other shape than the general observance 
ot the fundamental principies of good vocaliza- 
tion, as indicated above; and this, in turn, must 
be accomplished through a general dissemina- 
tion of proper knowledge among teachers. which 
might perhaps be done through the normal 
schools and teachers’ institutes.’’

Annoyed at the Newspaper Criticisms 
of His Late Aliter-Dinner Speech. 

Wasurnoron, D. C., May 19.—(Special.]—The 
reported speech of ex-Senator Conkling at a 
dinner in New York Saturday evening two weeks 
ago bas been severely criticised, Accepted as 
genuine, many theories have been advanced for 
its delivery. That it was premeditated many 
believed, and that it was for the purpose of pre- 
venting the restoration of harmony in the Re- 
publican ranks ia New York, which it was under- 


stood the Administration had been quietly en- 
deavoring to bring about, has been avcepted as 
a fact. A gentleman who has just’ re- 
turned from New York says that Mr. Conk- 
ling is not only annoyed at these stories, 
but is grieved. He ciaime that he made no 
speech on that occasion. He went there uupre- 

ared for political discussions. He was invited 

y Clark Bell to the Saturday night dinner, and 
as an inducement to secure bis acceptance he 
was tuld that Gen. Grant would be present. He 
went as a guest of private parties and spoke 
freely on various topics brougbt forward, never 
dreaming that he would be reported. Suid Sen- 
ator Conkling in telling the story: “I could not 
have been more surprised at seeing my 
remarks in print had 1 been your 
guest and conversing at your rivate 
table.” Mr. Conkling does not deny t he 
said in substance most of the things attributed 
to him; but they were spoken in a desultory 
manoer, in what he deemed was a private con- 
versation, guarded by ali the rules of honor and 
good faith. There was a newspaper-man pres- 
ent, but he was a guest like Gen. Grant and 
others. He cannot believe that this gentlemun, 
Howard Carroll. is the one who strung bis un- 
guarded utterances together in the form of a 
speech. He most emphaticaily denies that he 
made what could be called a speech, and he 
certainly did not pretend to rise the for 
ty of one. 

A malicious construction was put upon aa in- 
cident at the dinner, by which he was made to 
appear as alluding in un complimentary terms 
to President Arthur. At these Saturday night 
dinners it is customary to present a caricaturé 
of one of the members of the club for the en- 
tertaloment of all. This evening the subject 
bappened to be Mr. John H. Starin. 
represented as standing on two steamboats, and 
the sketch bad a local point from the fact 
ot Mr. Starig's ownership of several 
steamboat lines. The idea was probably taken 
from a caricature ina humorous paper printed 
that week in New York, in which President Ar- 
thur was sketched with one foot resting ons 
vessel called the Stalwart, steered by Conkling, 
and the other on a Half-Breed vessel. Every 
one recognized the similarity of these sketches, 
and it created much amusement at the expense 
of the artist. Mr. Conkling leaned over to Mr. 
Starin and said: John, I can remember the 
time when one vessel would bold both of your 
feet and your worldly effects."" This was put 
into the alleged speech as an allusion to Presi- 
dent Artbur. Nothing of the kind was intended.

t there was no bostility or feeling between 
himand President Arthur. On the contrary, 
they were on the bestof terms, Because he 
has not made a parade of this friendship, Mr. 
Conk! says the newspapers have manu- 
factured many absurd stories which he does not 
partioulariy care about; but that he should be 
represented as deliberately opposing the designs 
of Mr. Arthur, or attempting to create discord 
in the Republican ranks, he feels most unkind.

John Morley, the brilliant editor of the Pall 
Mall Gazette.

Were he less 
to himself today it is almost certain that in 
his dispondency he would personally reign 
his place in the Ministry. But no, his friends 
are too wise to let this very thin-skinned 
great man go out of political life associated 
with a measure in the very genesis of which 
is the ugly and loathed figure of Bradlaugh. 

It was not the principle of the bill that was 
— to, but it was the occasion for the 
bill. Really there was no need of any such 
measure, though, in itself, it is just, reason- 
able, and 8 with the common sense 
of our day. ut now any one can aflirm 
who has religious scruples against the oath- 


ing. 

But Bradlaugh is obnoxious personally to 
the English people, and there was a ver 
widespread consensus of sentiment that it 
was very humiliating in a great legislative 
body to be forced into special legislation to 
suit the case of one man who had madea 
donkey of himself, and whose social views, 
as well as whose religious opinions, are ob- 
noxious to the whole English people. . 

Of course, all this talk and 3 are 
only giving unmerited notoriety to Brad- 
laugh, but that can only be accepted as a 
part of an unfortunate bit of blundering on 
the part of the Ministry which, somehow, 
has had a career of three years more con- 
spicuous for blundering than for any achleve- 
ments in genuine and useful legislation. 

The Opposition were in high feather last 
night over the defeat of the Ministry. The 
House was wild with the shouts of the 
Tories. Men threw their hats into the air, 
and the Liberals left their places feeling 
terly cowed and stunned. Really the fa 
seem spiteful. ‘he Liberals came into pow- 
er with an enormous and unwonted wea’ 
which has dwindled down until a bill 
brought in by the Ministiy is defeated. The 
autumn session was used up in passing the 
cléture, and now that avails nothing.

New York, May 17.—[{Special Correspond- 
ence.|—A new question is likely to come up 
in the courts for settlement.

The girl 
in the present instance ceased to be a mute 
about a year ago, and is now eapable of suffi- 
cient speech to make herself understood. Of 
course she has gained no use of her ears, 
else she probably would not have been toler- 
ated in the parlor while her older sister’s sen- 
timental caller was there. She avers that in 
the case of persons whose mouths are mobile 
and expressive she can discern every word 
they speak.

After the pretended 
mishap had been repeated several times with 
careful elaboration and embellishment he re- 
marked: “ You may try that tonight and we'll 
see how it goes.” I asked him what it was all 
about.

Don’t you go to belittling the importance of a 
man passt this examination successfully. 
You've seen Dixey. the burlesque comedian ? He 
is good for $300 a week. ell, he made his 
début afew years ago as the hind legs of the 
heifer in Evangeline,’ and made those liubs so 
frisky that they kicked him into prosperity.”
